teacher draws 
prison term for 
sodomy of pupil

Lonie Sims, a suspended Buffe- 
lo public school teacher and Boy 
Scout leader, was sentenced 
Wednesday to two to six years in 
prison for repeatedly sodomizing a 
boy in a school coatroom. 

Acting State Supreme Court 
Justice Mark H. Dadd imposed 
the prison term on Sims, 65, oi 3-t 
Warwick St., for three counts of 
sodomy, two counts of sex abuse 
and a single count of endangering 
the welfare of a minor. 

Dadd did not comment on the 
charges, lodged for crimes com- 
mitted in 1984 and 1985 

As the victim, now 14, left the 
courtroom, he told prosecutors he 
fears that Sims, a learning-disabi - 
ties teacher for 18 years, w ll 
-come after me" when he is re- 
leased from custody. 

The boy testified during bims 
non-jury trial in December that 
Sims periodically ordered him in- 
to a coatroom at Schoo 68 a :jfi 
Westminster St. and molested him 
during the 1984-85 schoo year 
and early in the next school year 
The boy testified that bims 
would order him into the coat- 
room for punishment and would 
then sodomize him. 

Jon Coughlan, chief of the Ene , 
County district attorney s i>ex < 
Crimes Bureau and chief prosecu- j 
tor in the case, declined to com- 
ment on the pupil's concerns. Law 
enforcement sources said they 
doubt the boy will fr.ee any prob- 
lems from the defendant. ■ 

Sims who was convicted L>ec. 
15 by Dadd and could have re- 
ceived a prison term of up, to 3U 
years, protested his innocence. 
Dadd is a Wyoming County judge 
on temporary assignment. 

-I know in my heart that 1 m 
not guilty." Sims said. Free on bail 
until Wednesday, Sims was taken 
from court in handcuffs. 

Sims' attorney said the convic- 
tion will be appealed. 
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
